Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Eeport,  together 
with  the  Statistical  Tables  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
who  have  advised  a short  report  this  year  owing  to  the  National 
crisis. 

The  population,  according  to  the  Government  Statistics,  now 
stands  at  3,183.  The  Births  registered  amount  to  49, and  the  Deaths  to 
53,  out  of  which  latter  28  occurred  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

Infectious  Diseases.  Beyond  Measles  the  town  was  particu- 
larly free  from  Infectious  Disease.  339  cases  of  Measles  were 
notified,  occurring  for  the  most  part  in  children  under  15  years  of 
age. 

One  case  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  in  a Soldier  who  was  treated 
in  the  Y.A.D.  Hospital;  its  course  progressed  favourably  and  the 
source  of  infection  could  not  be  discovered. 

Scavenging  is  still  done  by  contract,  and  suitable  dust  bins  have 
been  supplied  to  nearly  all  houses  requiring  them. 

The  Bake-houses,  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies,  and  Milk  Shops, 
have  been  periodically  inspected  and  found  in  good  order. 

I append  the  statistics  of  the  rainfall  for  the  years  1914  and 
1915,  for  which  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Dilliway,  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council.

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During  the  year  between  700  and  1,000  soldiers  have  been 
continually  billeted  in  the  town,  and  as  might  reasonably  be 
expected,  the  health  of  the  troops  has  been  exceptionally  good,  only 
the  one  notifiable  case  referred  to  above  (Enteric  Fever)  occurring 
amongst  them. 

Some  very  important  additions  have  been  made  to  existing 
factojy  premises,  providing  healthy  occupation  for  a large  number  of 
local  people  engaged  upon  the  production  of  War  materials;  other- 
wise a considerable  amount  of  distress  might  have  been  experienced 
owing  to  the  War. 

I have  appended  a new  table  of  the  Adoptive  Acts  and  Bye- 
Laws  which  are  in  existence  in  the  Urban  District.
